Nearly a year after the tragedy in Oakland claimed 36 lives, the victims’ 
loved ones are healing through new connections and unlikely bonds

OAKLAND » Since the night the Ghost Ship burned, there has been an agonizing year’s worth of 


birthdays and anniversaries for 36 souls who are no longer around to celebrate them.

Stanford's 
secrecy 


Grad student assaulted 17 years 
ago by professor celebrated after 
his death shines light on her case

Seventeen years ago, Stanford University qui- 
etly suspended an American literature professor 
for sexual misconduct with a young graduate stu- 
dent. Eight years later, it praised him as a “lead- 
ing figure” in his field and bought his rare book 
collection, now housed in a university library sec- 
tion bearing his name. 

For Professor Jay Fliegelman, the confidential 
punishment would be but a blip in a celebrated 
career of a tenured professor who died at 58 in 
2007. 

But this month, after an explosive series of rev- 
elations in an online publication and on Face- 
book, his legacy — and an elite university’s role in 
promoting it — has been turned upside down, ex- 
posing a dark underside of how powerful faculty 
at private institutions can escape public scorn. 

After years of staying silent while watching 
Fliegelman be heaped with praise from other 
academics who either did not know what he’d 
done to her or were blinded by his academic ac-

pop-up trend 


Entrepreneurs turn to temporary 
shops as way of entering market

With the holiday season in full swing, pop-up 
shops seem to be everywhere. 

Once primarily a tool for small businesses and 
entrepreneurs to introduce their products to a 
market, test out business concepts and make use 
of empty or underused real estate, these tempo- 
rary stores are now used even by big retailers like 
Amazon in an effort to turn retail into an event. 
Still, the concept remains an important tool for 
makers and small businesses to get a toehold in 
the Bay Area amid the high costs of doing busi- 
ness, and the holiday shopping season is a prime 
time for them to open.
